To ensure maximum performance, read and save these 
instructions. 



Overview 



With the ON/OFF switch (C) in the ON position, the photocell 
will automatically turn the Flickering Lantern on alter dusk every 
night and will turn it off after approximately 4 to 6 hours (this 
time may vary from fixture to fixture). The Lantern will not oper- 
ate under daylight conditions; however, you can use the 
ON/OFF switch (C) to control the Lantern manually at any time. 
To turn the Lantern on after it has automatically turned off, 
expose the photocell to a bright light source for several seconds, 
or cycle the switch off and then back on. 



Battery Precautions 



•To achieve maximum battery life (up to 800 hours, or approxi- 
mately 4 to 6 months of normal usage), alkaline batteries are 
required. 



Battery Precautions 



•when replacing batteries, observe proper polarities as indicated 
in the battery compartment. Failure to do so may shorten the 
battery life or cause the battery to explode or leak. 

• Do not dispose of batteries in a fire; they may explode or leak. 

• Do not mix different types of batteries together (e.g., alkaline 
with carbon-zinc or old batteries with new ones). 

• If the unit is not going to be used for a long period of time, 
remove batteries to prevent damage or injury due to possible 
battery leakage. 



Battery Installation 



1. Loosen and remove the hanging loop (A) by turning it in 
a counterclockwise direction. 

2. Remove the fixture top (B). 

3. Install two D size alkaline batteries (purchase separately) 
into the battery compartment, observing +/- polarities 
diagram inside. 

4. Replace the fixture top (B). 

5. Replace the hanging loop (A) and tighten by turning it in 
a clockwise direction. Do not over-tighten. 




Caution 



when the flickering effect of the Lantern diminishes or loses its 
intensity, it is time to change the batteries. A fresh set of batteries 
will offer approximately 800 hours of battery life. 



Choosing a Location 



The battery-operated Flickering Lantern can be installed on the 
included hanging mount ground stake, the included wall bracket 
or placed on any flat surface to enjoy the warm ambient flicker- 
ing candlelight effect. The selected location should not be near 
light sources such as porch lights or streetlights. These lights may 
affect the photocell in the lantern and cause the lantern to turn 
off automatically. To resolve this, turn the lantern away from the 
light source. The lantern is ideal for illuminating a garden, lawn, 
patio, walkway or wherever accent lighting is needed. 



Assembling the Post 



1 . Remove all contents from packaging and 
lay them out on a smooth surface. 

2. Assemble the post by connecting the 
Shepherd's Hook (D) with the straight sec- 
tion (E). Thread them together until secure. 

3. Insert the male threaded end of the straight 
section (E) into the female threaded end of 
the straight section (F) and twist together 
until secure. 

4. Insert the male threaded end of the straight 
section (F) into the female threaded end of 
the spike (C) and twist together until 
secure. 

5. Carefully insert the pointed end of the 
stake (C) into the ground at the desired 
location. Do not push the stake into the 
ground from the top of the Shepherd's 
Hook (D). If the soil is loose, sandy or an 
organic type, grasp the post with both 
hands and firmly push it into the ground. 



Assembling the Post 



If the soil is heavy or stony, dig a small hole, insert the fixture 
spike, replace the soil and tap down. 

6. Hang the lantern on the Shepherd's Hook (D). 

7. Slide the ON/OFF switch to the ON position and the lantern 
automatically turns on at sunset. 



Assembly of Wall Bracket 



•Mount included bracket on the desired wall or post with four 
1 " wood screws. (See figure 1 .) 

•Mount included hook on backing plate with two 2" screws and 
hang the lantern. (See figure 2.)
